$8,800,000 
city budget 
approved 

After more than seven months delay, in- 
cluding a lawsuit brought against it by a local 
resident, Romulus City Council passed an $8.8 
million budget last week which was

Passage of the budget came in a surprise 
move after Mayor William M. Oakley had 
submitted his version of the 1977-78 city 
budget. 

After Council member Beverly McAnally 
moved to set a* date to discuss Oakley s new 
budget, she withdrew her motion when 
Councilman Gerry Canejo moved to adopt the 
Stewart budget presented at a Sept. 27 public 
hearing. 

Canejo’s motion to adopt former Mayor 

Stewarts budget was supported bv Jim rue 
C Raspberry and gained affirmative voles 
from McAnally and Mary Carter. 

Fred i Junior) Block voted no and Mary Ann 
Banks and Ray Cantrell abstained 

Stewart’s budget, which council wrangled 
over for several months during the recent 
political campaign, is for $6,767,173. A public 
hearing has been held on the ex-mayor’s 
draft. 

Oakley’s version, which is almost identical 
to the budget passed by council last week, will 

be considered as an addendum to the 
Stewart budget with slight revisions in a few 
provisions.

CB network aids police

A gigantic step in curbing the flood of 
crimes in Wayne County has been undertaken 
by an enthusiastic group of CB fans, both 
civilian and police. 

Called “Starship Command’’ by its 
followers, the CB network currently has its 
home base of operations a t the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Patrol and Investigation 
headquarters, 3100 Henry Ruff Rd., Westland 

If the success enjoyed thus far keeps 
mushrooming, the CB network, which has 
been endorsed by Wayne County Sheriff 
William Lucas, could spread to the entire 
state, and eventually, the nation. 

Starship Command is the brainchild of 
Deputy Kay Daley, a 12-year veteran of the 
sheriffs force, and Bobbie Garrett, a female 
civilian CB buff. He goes by the CB handle of 
“Raven” while she answers to “Cherokee 
Lady”. 

Rounding out the nucleus of the brain trust 
which began the ball rolling to aid law en- 
forcement via the CB air waves are civilians 
Jim and Judy Dennett <Jimbo and Southern 
Lady) and Deputy Larry Waetjen (Double 
Eagle) 

What Starship Command does is to enable 
anyone with a mobile or home CB set to report 
a crime taking place or an emergency over a 
specified channel on lis CB The message is 
then relayed by one or more CB fans hearing 
it until it gets to the police dispatcher, in this 
case. Starship Command at the deputies 
headquarters on Henry Ruff 
Deputy Daley said he first got the idea when 
on patrol He heard the details of an accident 
being reported on his CB set which he also 
carries in his squad car He tried to get a 
message through the caller, but was stymied 
by others broadcasting on the same channel 
The few minutes lost resulted in two persons 
bleeding to death before help arrived, he said 
He said this is similar to someone not 
getting off a two or more party telephone line 
when it is needed in an emergency situauon 


Since last February, Daley and his CB 
cohorts have worked out the details for a CB 
network to assist law enforcement officials to 
stop and curb crime so prevalent on our 
streets. 

Once given the godhead by Sheriff Lucas, 
Senior Inspector Richard Novak, who heads 
the jail, airport squad and road patrol at the 
Henry Ruff location, helped Daley and his 
group get off the ground. 

Since Nov. 6 of this year. Daley said his 
group had grown to about 70 volunteers, both 


More than $5 million in residential, com- 
mercial and industrial construction applied 
for during November brought total building 
in Romulus to an all-time high of $24 million 
for the first 11 months of this year.

deputies and civilian, mostly the latter group.

Yule 's traditional trappings: Hidden danger 


As the family sat waiting in the 
emergency room on Christmas Eve, 
all anticipation for one of the 
merriest Christmases ever had 
turned to feelings of desperation, 
fear and guilt. 

They had decorated the house with 
all the traditional trappings of 
Christmas, including a ball of fresh 
mistletoe. And now, 2-year-old 
Jeremy was so sick. He had found 
some of the little white berries that 
dropped off and had eaten them. 

When he had begun to vomit 
around supper time, they thought it 
was too much candy and ex- 
citement. Then when he got pale and 
collapsed, his 5-year-old sister told 
of seeing him eat the berries earlier 
in the afternoon. 

A frantic call was made to the 
Poison Control Center at the 
Children’s Hospital of Michigan, 
where the poison information 
specialist at the center recom- 
mended that the child be brought 
immediately to the hospital 
emergency room. 

Now in the waiting area of the 
emergency room, the family 
remembered how everyone had 
laughed and kissed when the 
mistletoe was hung that morning, 
and wished they had never brought 
it into the house. 

The doctor came out to talk with 
the family. He said that Jeremy was 
very sick. The only consolation he 
could give them was that Jeremy 
was being taken to Children’s In- 
tensive Care Unit where all possible 
supportive care would be given by a 
team of experts. There is no known 
specific antidote for mistletoe 
poisoning. It would be several days 
before the outcome would be known. 

Traditionally mistletoe has been 
associated with a joyous season, 
however, few are aware of the 
potential dangers which the history 
of the plant fails to explain. 

Shakespeare called it “the baleful 
Mistletoe”, an allusion to the 
Scandinavian legend that Blader, 


the god of Peace, was slain with an 
arrow’ made of mistletoe. He was 
restored to life at the request of 
other gods and goddesses, and 
mistletoe was afterwards given into 
the keeping of the goddess of Love, 
and it was ordained that everyone 
who passed under it should receive a 
kiss, to show that the branch had 
become an emblem of love, not of 
hate. 

The Druids held that the mistletoe 
protected its possessor from all evil 
and it was supposed to cure all 
sickness. They sent round their 
attendant youth with branches of 
mistletoe to announce the entrance 
of the new year. This old custom 
plus the belief that mistletoe was so 
powerful in amity that if enemies 
met under it in a wood, they would 
lay down their arms until the next 
day, is probably how it has gotten 
included in our traditional 
decorations at Christmas— hung in 
doorways or in corridors where 
people pass so that they can kiss in 
love and friendship during the 
holiday season. 

However, there is another side to 
mistletoe— it becomes a deadly 
poison when ingested with no known 
antidote— which requires it be used 
very carefully for decorations, if 
young children are going to be 
present. Although Jeremy’s story in 
this new release is not from a 
specific case history, it reflects a 
common problem that exists 
throughout the United States during 
his season.

As the holiday season rapidly 
approaches, so do some dangers 
unique to this time of year. Don’t 
expose your family to unnecessary 
hazards. Listed below are a few 
precautions that should be taken in 
order to keep your family’s holiday 
happy and safe. 

HOLIDAY DINNER: The 

traditional turkey feast may hold a 
hidden danger of food poisoning, if 
the cook is careless in food 


preparations and the storage of 
leftovers. 

The two major hazards generated 
in spoiled foods are an intestinal 
infection, called salmellosis 
(specifically from poultry and eggs) 
and a type of poisoning from 
Staphylococcus often found in 
turkey dressing, pumpkin pie and 
cream or custard desserts. 

Keep fresh fowl in the refrigerator 
until ready to be cooked. Remember 
that frozen fowl must be thawed in 
the refrigerator for several days, 
depending on the weight of the bird. 
Cook fowl thoroughly. 

If possible, make the dressing just 
before cooking. Dressing prepared a 
day ahead, should be refrigerated 
separately until cooking. 

Remove, wrap and refrigerate 
both dressing and turkey im- 
mediately. To freeze leftover fowl 
and dressing, wrap separately and 
plan to use within six weeks 

All other leftovers should be 
refrigerated as soon as possible. 
Custard and cream-filled desserts 
could be especially dangerous, if left 
un refrige rated. 

HOLIDAY DECORATIONS: 
There is approximately two-thirds of 
a teaspoon of bubbling fluid in each 
Christmas tree bubble light. When a 
bulb is broken, and the remainder of 
the contents is ingested, it is unlikely 
that a child could receive a toxic 
quantity. Central nervouse system 
depression or excitation is possible, 
however, and your doctor or the 
Poison Control Center should be 
contacted. 

In the case of fireplace colors, 


there are salts or metals, such as 
copper, barium, selenium and lead. 
Ingestion of heavy metal salts can 
cause intense stomach and intestinal 
irritation and other toxic 
manifestations. 

Christmas tree ornaments made 
of thin metal, plastic (molded or 
foam) are only of concern for the 
mechanical potential to cut or ob- 
struct. Paint or coloring on these 
objects has no reputation for 
causing poisoning. 

Spun glass, or angel hair, can 
cause irritation of the eyes, skin, 
stomach and intestinal tract, while 
the “snow” particles of aerosal 
sprays are composed of an inert 
plastic material and fatty acid and 
should lead to no toxic consequence, 
if ingested. The propellant vehicles 
for these partides, methylene 
chloride and freons, evaporate after 
the aerosal mixture is sprayed onto 
an object ; thus they are absent when 
the dry “snow” particles are 
ingested. 

TOXICITY OF HOLIDAY 
PLANTS: 

—Mistletoe (especially the 
berries) has symptoms of stomach 
irritation, slow pulse and collapse. 

—Boxwood (leaves and twigs) has 
symptoms of stomach irritations 
and convulsions. 

—Jerusalem cherry (fruit) has 
symptoms of stomach irritation, 
depression and possibly shock. 

— Jequirity bean (rosary pea) has 
symptoms of delayed stomach 
irritation, shock, coma and trem- 
bling. 

—Yew species (all parts) has

symptoms of stomach irritation, 
shortness of breath, weakness, 
shock, coma, convulsions, and slow 
pulse. 

— Pyracantha (berries) has a 
symptom of minor stomach 
irritation. 

ALCOHOL is a danger to children 
as well as adults. Unfinished drinks 
left on coffee tables, the floor or any 
place easily accessible to a child, 
provide an easy opportunity for 
children to drink whatever is left in 
the glass. 

An additional threat are the pre- 
mixed cocktails which look creamy 


and are flavored with strawberry, 
chocolate, banana and other temp- 
ting tastes. Children could easily 
mistake these for milk drinks and 
consume enough to cause low blood 
sugar, stupor or coma. 

Alcohol is also an ingredient of 
many popular Christmas gifts- 
cologne, after shave and perfume. 
Due to the fact that many of these 
containers do not have safety caps, 
it is suggested that they be placed 
out of reach of youngsters. 

And if an emergency does arise, 
contact the Children’s Hospital 
Poison Center at 494-5711.

He explained that the local CB network 
consists of interlocking and overlapping rings 
of CB transmitters and receivers located 
about five miles apart. This, a message 
transmitted and missed by some receivers 
wouldbe picked up by others within the five- 
mile radius and eventually relayed to the 
police dispatcher on Henry Ruff. 

Daley explained that legitimate CB sets are 
limited by law to five watts of power over as 
many as 40 channels. Police radios, on the 
other hand, broadcast over much fewer 
channels, but are powered by transmitters of 
210 watts, enabling them to reach much 
longer distances. 

Starship Command had the code letters 
KAMY 5694 and transmits and receives over 
Channel 9, Daley said. The approximately 80 
satellite bases operate on Channels 9 and 19, 
he said. 

Daley and his volunteers have been aided 
lately by a group which originally gave them 
a hard time- truckers with CB sets used to get 
past speed traps set up on 1-94 and 1-275. Now, 
he said, they cooperate fully in reporting 
crimes in progress, even speeders breaking 
the law on the "Raven’s boulevard.” 

Starship Command hopes to utilize every 
segment of society in its battle to stem ever- 
increasing crime. Still untapped, but a vast 
reservoir of volunteer help, are the senior 
citizens who while away the hours on their 
personal CB sets, Daley said. 

Aiding greatly in Starship Command’s 
venture to combat crime are the con- 
tributions by retail and wholesale CB outlets, 
private citizens and other organizations. 

Daley said three CB home bases have been 
given to the CB network. A CB club called the 
Ford MotorCo. Gas Buggies donated the base

State Rep. Edward E. Mahalak, (D) 38th 
District), has arranged a meeting with the 
director of the Department of Public Health 
to seek answers to the problem of con- 
taminated drinking water in areas of Sumpter 
Township. 

Mahalak asked the assistance of Public 
, Health Director Maurice S. Reizen to aid 
Sumpter Township residents who have to haul 
drinking water because their wells are 
contaminated. 

"Something has to be done as quickly as 
possible,” Mahalak said. "Residents of 
Sumpter Township have an intolerable water, 
sewage and health problem. They have foul 
water, inadequate sewage facilities com- 
pared with the rest of Wayne County. 

Mahalak arranged the meeting with Dr. 
Reizen after attending a public meeting at 
which township residents aired complaints on 
wells, drinking water and drainage. 

"I have asked the Michigan Department of 
Public Health to accelerate its assistance to 
the Wayne County Health Department in 
coming to the aid of distressed Sumpter 
Township residents,” Mahalak said. "One of 
the problem areas is drainage and the 
director of public health has the authority to 
step in when this potential becomes hazar- 
dous.” 

"I am convinced that the Wayne County 
Health Department is doing what it can. Our 
best approach now is to get the Department of 
Public Health to enter the case and work with 
local agencies and local people in making 
recommendations in finding answers to the 
problem 


Wheelchair makes Johnny independent 



‘ Fantastic young man '

"He’s a fantastic boy — it’s a shame 

that verv few care.”

These are the descriptive words of 
Elizabeth Looney, a social worker who 
works with Johnny Golembiewski, a 27- 
year-old quadriplegic in Wayne’s Venoy 
Continued Care Center, 3999 S. Wayne Rd 

Johnny is a victim of cerebral palsy, an 
affliction that has left the ambitious young 
man with the use of only his right hand. 
Because of this, he needs $775 as soon as 
possible to buy an electric wheelchair. 

With the electric wheelchair, Johnny 
gains a sense of independence — being 
able to move about and even visit his 

friends a block away at Lexington House. 

% 

"He’s a very bright young man, but he’s 
been without an electric wheelchair for the 
past five months and it’s been 
deterimental to his mental health,” said 
Mrs. Looney, who is called "Liz” by all 
those at Venoy Center. 

"It would be a great gesture at Christ- 
mas time and also be one of the most 
useful gifts they could give." 

Because of his condition, an electric 
wheelchair is the only wav Johnnv can get 
around. His old one, which he had for li 
years, has broken down and it would cost 
too much to fix it. 

Besides, Liz says, “He only receives $28 
a month and it would take a long time to 
pay for it. In addition, the manufacturer 
wants cash on delivery.” 

Liz and others have tried to get an 
electric wheelchair for Johnny - without 
any results. 

"I called all the foundations and he just 
doesn’t qualify,” she said. 

The electric wheelchair that Johnny 
needs has a gear shift-type instrument 
which enables the vehicle to move fast, 
slow, forward and backwards. It also has a 
low-back, soft leather sling-type seat 


which makes it more comfortable for him 
because he cannot separate his legs. 

Johnny has been in various care homes 
around Detroit in his 27 years and has 
stayed at his present home for the past two 
years. 

Although the brown-eyed blond 
Golembiewski needs an electric 
wheelchair, don’t feel sorry for the 5-foot- 
7, 90-pound young man. He’s a very 
unusual athlete. 

Using a special ramp, he currently 
carries a 120 average in a Tuesday and 
Thursday bowling league. Not only that, 
Johnny won three first place trophies last 
summer at the specia 1 Olympics at Central 
Michigan University in Mt. Pleasant, 
Mich. 

"He’s also an outstanding electrician," 
said Liz. "He not only listens to his hi-fi 
equipment, he can repair it and keep it in 
good shape. He knows all about electronics 
and has even held a part-time job as an 
advisor in a special program in the past.” 

Liz said she had only seen Johnny sad a 
couple of times in the two years he’s been 
at Venoy Continued Care Center. 

“That’s when he didn’t get to go 
bowling,” she laughed. 

She mentioned another thing that proves 
Johnny is a regular guy 

"When he has his electric wheelchair, 
it’s usually quite ha rd to find Johnny. He’s 
out chasing the girls!”

(John 3:16)." Some die for friends 
(John 14:13), but Jesus died for 
enemies (Romans 5:0*10). 

Think of what God offers men 
today!

Social Security is 


the job for professionals

Last week, this paper featured an 
editorial opinion on the subject of 
Social Security. It seems that at that 
time our lawmakers in Washington 
were in the throes of making a 
decision on how much of an increase 
was necessary in the Social Security 
tax, in order to make the system self- 
sufficient and solvent once again. 

Our congressmen, in their collective 
wisdom, deemed 'that the Social 
Security system, under government 
control, was worth saving, no matter 
what it cost you and I. 

Now, that is the kind of decision that 
we have come to expect our 
lawmakers to handle very well, very 
well indeed. If they have become 
proficient at anything, it is their 
ability to return “to the well” when the 
going gets tough. 

Now, it could be that the American 
taxpayer is expecting a little too much 


from his elected representative when 
he asks or expects that representative, 
now paying himself over 50-grand per 
year, to just once put himself in the 
position of his constituents who are 
making only 15 grand. 

And, indeed it is probably asking too 
much to expect a U.S. senator or 
representative to vacate their lofty 
position even for a minute, in order to 
find out what the real world is like. 
After all, our elected leaders have 
never concerned themselves with 
either the costs or the benefits of 
Social Security, having long ago voted 
themselves retirement benefits that 
would take care of them ‘very well’ in 
their golden years. 

As a matter of fact, our elected 
officials have always managed to stay 
one step ahead of inflation as well as 
personal wealth. 


So, when the decision was an- 
nounced that the U.S. House of 
Representatives, and the Senate had 
reached agreement on the increased 
Social Security tax structure, and in 
near record time, it came as no large 
surprise. 

It was no surprise to learn that 
rather than go after the real problems 
associated with the program, they 
simply went back to the well ‘one more 
time/ 

The announcement in Washington 
that the Social Security system was 
once again solvent, and would be there 
for future generations, was good news, 
but would the same guarantee be 
applied to the U.S. work force who now 
must pick up the tab? 

For many years, economic experts 
have been warning our lawmakers in 
Washington that the Social Security 


system was a mess, and that nothing 
short of a complete overhaul could 
possibly save it. For years those same 
expert have been warning that the 
Social Security system, under its 
present form, simply an income 
transferring program, could not work 
now, and most likely would never 
work. 

How, did our lawmakers respond? 
They simply pulled out one of the 
props supporting the American 
Citizen, and used it to hold the Social 
Security system together for another 
few years. 

We feel that Congress has once 
again “borrowed from Peter to pay 
Paul”, and has done nothing to solve 
the real problem. 

We call for a bold new approach to 
solving the inherent problems in the 
Social Security program. 


Sinee it has been demonstrated very 
well that the federal bureaucracy is 
incapable of operating efficiently in 
programs, we suggest that our 
lawmakers make a commitment to 
turning the entire Social Security 
program over to the private sector. 

We realize that such an action would 
be roughly equivalent to “leaping a 
tall building in a single bound”, but the 
transition could be made over several 
years, with private enterprise phasing 
in and the government phasing out. 

It is absurd that private enterprise 
can offer a retirement program that 
would quadruple the benefits that 
Social Security now provides, and do 
so at far less cost. But, even more 
absurd is the fact that our lawmakers 
have not considered giving the job of 
providing Social Security to the people 
best qualified for that job.

She had been crying; you could see the 
dried tear-streaks as they had run down 
her cheeks A nurse sat with her, holding 
her hand and fighting back her own 
tears. You see, that little girl had just been 
told that her mother had ded. The father 
had left the family years before. Now, at 
Christmas, two little girls had lost the only 
thing in this world that had any real 
meaning for them. 

There are times when 1 recall those little 
girls and that pitiful scene. I wonder where 
they have gone . what’s been their path in 
life, .how is this Christmas going to be? 

Then I think. Tuttle, I say, you are one 
pretty lucky person. You have a loving 
wife, a son of whom you can be infinitely 


proud, and a daughter-in-law who is a 
priceless jewel. 

And there’s much more. I have good 
health, reasonable intelligence, an ex- 
cellent job, protection from the elements 
in the form of my home, food, clothing, and 
frienship of many people whom I've been 
fortunate enough to meet and work with 
over the years. 

I can remember last Christmas when 
my wife was in the hospital for almost two 
weeks Christmas morning I sat in our 
empty living room looking at the tree I had 
put up myself. I began to cover myself 
with a blanket of self pity. But then I began 
to put things in proper perspective. Donna 
had come through the surgery, and would 
soon be home. I was going to see her that 
day, and we’d celebrate in her hospital 
room. You are still a lucky guy, Tuttle. 

I walk into the offices of Associated 
Newspapers, and the many delightful 
people in the Oassified Department smile 
and say ’Hi’. I enter the newsroom and am 
able to swap greeting^ with Tom and Jim 
and Maureen and Sue and Denny and Bob 
and sometimes have the opportunity to 
talk with Dave Wiflett, the man who owns 
the six newspapers. It’s comforting to 
know that these people who are so im- 
portant to me and the business I’m in, can 
and will take the time to talk strictly as 
friends. Again, I’m a lucky guy. 

During my earlier years in Nankin 
Township and the City of Westland, I had 
chartered a course through the local 
political scene. I’m no longer active in 
civic affairs, but some of the friendships I 


made remain to this day. I can break 
bread with some very powerful people, or 
lift a glass in toast, and know that the 
relationship is one of friendship and not 
political necessity. It’s a nice feeling. 

Many of us cursed the snow last week 
because it made driving difficult. I would 
submit, however, that it’s preferrable to 
have an automobile to drive than it is to be 
so poor that private transportation is 
beyond one’s means.

And 
I’ll offer in print the prayer that I so often 
say when I think of the two little girls in the 
ER. 

“Wherever you may be, it is my fervent 
hope that you’ve been able to overcome the 
trauma you experienced in losing your 
mother. And may you grow up to accept 
your fate and make the best of whatever is 
your lot in life.

Health code represents 


a significant achievement 


From all indications, it appears that the 
Legislature will complete work on the public 
health code revision project in 1978, a feat 
which undoubtedly will be listed among the 
79th Legislature’s major accomplishments. 

One of the reasons enactment of the new 
health code represents a significant 
achievement in that it would entitle all 
Michigan residents to certain basic health 
services. Furthermore, aside from 
provisions which would ensure that all 
taxpayers would receive at least a minimal 
level of medical attention, the overall effect 
of the legislation would be to increase the 
level of health of Michigan citizens by up- 
dating the state’s system of delivering 
quality services. 

Basically, the legislation (House Bill 4070) 
cogently organizes and modernizes current 
state laws relating to public health. It 
eliminates many obsolete and conflicting

publichealth laws, some of which have been 
in effect since early in the state’s history. 

The comprehensive 450-page bill clarifies 
health codes which have been previously 
enacted into law, sometimes on a piecemeal 
basis, and unifies statutes ranging from 
those which regulate health care 
professionals to those which pertain to the 
control of disease and disability. 

One of the bill’s most significant features 
is its emphasis on guaranteeing health care 
for all citizens regardless of their ability to 
pay. Ensuring that citizens are provided 
adequate medical services is a goal 
governmental leaders at both the state and 
federal levels have been making a concerted 
effort to achieve in recent years. 

A growing number of government of- 
ficials and health care professionals have 
come to believe that health is a right and not 


a special privilege. Government Medicare 
and Medicaid programs already are 
providing health services to senior citizens 
and the needy, but we can do more to better 
provide public health. 

The legislation now being considered by 
the Legislature would require the state to 
establish on an annual basis a list of basic 
health services which would be provided to 
all citizens. The state would be required to 
share the cost of providing those services 
with local health departments. 

Examples of basic health services include 
immunization programs, drug abuse 
programs, pre-natal care programs and 
screening for various diseases. Exactly 
which services would be offered would 
depend on a variety of factors including 
public needs and the financial resources of 
government. 

It should also be noted that the proposed 


health code also would make the state’s 
health care regulatory system more con- 
sumer-oriented and cost-conscious 

It would put more consumers on 
professional licensing boards, require 
competency tests for licensed professionals, 
strengthen complaint investigations and 
broaden the state’s authority to discourage 
construction of unnecessary medical 
facilities. 

The legislation has been approved by the 
House and Senate Health, Social Services 
and Retirement Committee. It now appears 
that the full Senate wfll review it early in 
1978, and final legislative approval will 
follow. 

Writing the bill has been an extensive 
process, taking more than three years. 

Originally, two committees, one selected 
by the Governor and the other by the

Legislature were formed to undertake the 
project. Public hearings were held across 
the state, and a final report — based on input 
from healthcare professionals, citizens and 
legislators — was drafted recommending 
legislation be taken up by the Legislature. 

Were now* near the final step of the 
journey and stand at the threshold of 
establishing better health care for all 
citizens in Michigan. 


Tracing our roots can obliterate resentment 


While the winds howled and the snow 
piled high aginst the doors, the whole town 
was huddled in blankets before a roaring 
fire, watching “Roots.” 

What an impact! One man, in tracing 
his family’s roots, brought to the black 
Americans something that sociologists 
have long said was the dominant factor the 
people as one race needed. . a sense of their 
history... a pride of their history. 

Haley showed in his novel, and it was 
aptly portrayed in the movie, the courage, 


the love and loyalty, the ingenuity and the 
pride in one family whose American 
founder had been wrested away from his 
native land and subjected to the cruelty 
that man has shown man all dowm through 
history. 

If each white and each black in this 
country had watched “Roots” and UN- 
DERSTOOD the message woven through 
its entirety, it could be the most beneficial 
thing that has ever happened to our 
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country and to us as the people. 

Dr. Carl Jung said a long time ago that 
man could be motivated by the collective 
unconscious; that each man carries in his 
unconscious the ancestral memory; the 
hurts; the grievances; the joys and the 
hopes. 

If this is true, then each black in 
America carries within him the ancestral 
memory of those days. And he is 


motivated by those memories, even 
though he is unaware of them 

And each white person, whose roots lie in 
America during that period, must carry 
within him the memory; the sense of guilt; 
the outrage and the anger for the deeds 
which were perpetrated by his own kin. 

It was a period of shame; a period that 
most of us would like to forget or excuse by 
saying we weren’t a part of that period. 


But we were. The memory of all that 
happened at that time lies in our un- 
conscious and as we work it out we must be 
aware of what is motivating us. If both 
blacks and whites understand these 
motivations, and if we could all act on 

them in a way in which we can obliterate 
the resentment, the guilt, the anger and 
the unconscious need to vindicate our- 
selves, we have a chance to make our 
country really one in unity and peace.

Social Security: 

A tough one to call

One of the endlessly facinating 
variations of the legislative game is to take 
a bill that is symbolically important, but 
bad. remove the stuffing, and Dass the 
shell. Thus, the symbol is preserved, the 
harm that might bedoneis minimized, and 
those groups that supported the original 
bill can devote themselves to putting the 
stuffing back a piece at a time through 
future legislation. 

The revived Humphrey-Hawkins bill is a 
perfect illustration of this process. 

The original Humphrey-Hawkins bill 
would have frightened even GOSPLAN, 
the agency responsible for mismanaging 
the entire Russian economy. It con- 
templated central economic planning, 
wage-price controls, an impossible-to- 
meet level of 3 percent unemployment, 
and public service jobs for all who need 
one, at rates of pay above that available in 
private industry. 

Those goals sound public-spirited 
enough. But no one knows how to attain 
them, and the price of trying would 
probably be the destruction of our 
economy. There are certain grim tradeoffs 
that we haven’t learned how to avoid. 
Among them: 

—Lowering unemployment below its 
“normal” level (now believed to be about 
5.5 percent) tends to increase inflation, 
because wages are bid up by employers 
competing for scarce labor. 

—Expensive new government 
programs, such as public service jobs, 
either increase inflation or raise taxes 
And tax increases tend to cause unem- 
ployment, because less money is left in 
private hands to create new jobs. 

- Attempts *o fight inflation by wage- 
price controls tend to cause shortages. 
Eventually, shortages cause unem- 
ployment and blackmarkets. 

All of this — and mere — was the 
promise of the original Humphrey- 
Hawkins bill. 

But now there is a new Humphrey- 
Hawkins bill. It is guaranteed to be milder 


than any other leadng brand, get teeth 
whiter than white, leave no dulling soap 
film, and go 30 percent father on a gallon of 
gas. 

Its unemployment target is 4 percent, 
rather than 3 percent. Its timetable for 
reaching that level is five years, rather 
than 18 months. It disavows economic 
planning and directs the President to draw 
up an economic plan; it forces him to 
increase employment and lower inflation 
simultaneously, but doesn’t say how; it 
favors removing obstacles to capital 
formation, but does not remove any. 

At best, it won’t solve the unemployment 
problem. At worst, it might push inflation 
into the 10-20 percent range and require 
tax increases of at least 1500 per family. 
The outcome would depend on two factors: 
(1) How seriously the President trys to 
achieve its goal of 4 percent employment, 
and by what means. (2) How successful its 
proponentsare at putting the stuffing back 
in. 

Our unemployment problem is 
aggravated by three factors. The first is 
the unprecedented surge of women into the 
workforce, the second is a very high rate of 
joblessness among black teenagers, and 
the third is a series of welfare programs 
that reduce incentives to be productively 
employed. Underlying these superficial 
factors is a bewildering array of 
government tax and regulatory policies 
that inhibit capital formation and in- 
vestment. the ultimate source of all new 
jobs. 

Given a little enlightened help — or even 
the absence of goverrment interference — 
the private economy will generate jobs for 
all who are capable of filling them. Seven 
million new jobs have been created in the 
last two-and-a-half years alone. 

For those who are not capable or not 
willing, the answer is job training and 
welfare reform. It would also help if we 
didn’t increase the minum wage to levels 
that price the unskilled out of the market. 

As the Washington Post puts it, “The 
remedy for unemployment is the slow, 
tedious process of lifting the pace of 
economic growth. 17131 ’s doing it the hard 
way, but there isn’t any other way.”

Three natural rink surfaces are 
provided at inter-connected ponds, 
located in a ravine where skating is 
permitted until 10 p.m. daily, 
weather permitting. Lights and 
wood for rinkside fires are provided, 
and there are heated restrooms 
nearby. The park entrance is on 
Hannan Road, a quarter mile south 
of Huron River Drive via the 
Haggerty Road Interchange along 
the Edsel Ford (1-94) Freeway 
between Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport and the Belleville exit.

WILLOW METROPARK near

Legislation to upgrade Michigan's 
nursing home laws (Senate Bill 659) 
has been reported out of the Senate 
Committee on Health, Social Ser- 
vices and Retirement. 

Committee Chairman John R. 
Otterbacher (D-Grand Rapids) said 
the bill is the end result of a 2^-year 
investigation of the nursing home 
industry. 

Otterbacher, who headed the 
Special Senate Committee to In- 
vestigate Nursing Homes, is the 
chief sponsor of the bill. 

The Grand Rapids Democrat said 
the Health, Social Services and 
Retirement Committee has been 
considering the proposed legislation 
for the past 3 Vt months. 

Otterbacher praised the 
willingness of various interests to 
work toward sometimes exhaustive 
solutions to complex problems 
presented by the legislation. 

“We had more than 300 
organizations representing 1,100,000 
persons statewide in support of 
Senate Bill 659," Otterbacher said. 

The Grand Rapids Democrat said 
the main provisions of the measure 
focused on: 

ANTI-ABUSE PROVISIONS 

It contains strong prohibitions 
against physical, mental, and 


emotional mistreatment or harmful 
neglect of patients. It requires under 
law the reporting of all suspected 
abuse to the Department of Public 
Health. 

It forbids the owner, ad- 
ministrator, or employee of a 
nursing home from acting as a 
guardian or trustee of a patient’s 
estate. It requires the nursing home 
to provide safekeeping for the 
personal effects and funds of 
patients. 

It allows the court to place in 
emergency receivership a nursing 
home where there is a finding that 
the immediate health or safety of 
patients is threatened. 

MEDICAL TREATMENT 

It requires tne uepartment of 
Public Health to promulgate rules 
and standards for nursing home 
health care and to regularly 
evaluate the quality of that care. 

It requires the nursing home to 
notify the next of kin when the 
patient's medical condition is such 
that his or her life is threatened. 

It requires all nursing homes to 
have formalized plans for im- 
mediate access to hospitals in 
emergencies. 

It requires the Department of 
Public Health to promulgate rules 
for the safe and orderly transfer of 


patients from nursing homes to any 
other facility. 

PATIENTS* RIGHTS 

It provides an appeal procedure, if 
a patient disagrees with a transfer, 
except for medical cause or failure 
of a contracting party to pay 
charges. 

It prohibits a nursing home owner, 
administrator or employee from 
interfering with a patient’s right to 
bring administrative, civil or 
criminal action against a nursing 
home. 

It requires a complete in- 
vestigation of all complaints by 
nursing home patients or their 
representatives. It ensures the 
protection of the identity of the 
complainant in order to avoid any 
possible retribution. 

OWNERSHIP PROVISIONS 

It requires the disclosure of 
ownership interests in nursing 
homes in order to establish ac- 
countability and potential conflict of 
interest. 

It requires all nursing homes with 
50 or more beds to have a full time 
administrator. 

Itallows the Department of Public 
Health to deny a license to those who 
have a history of failure to comply 
with departmental orders, have a 
record of chronic financial 


mismanagement, or have a criminal 
record that would adversely impact 
on their ability to operate a nursing 
home. 

It allows for issuance of a non* 
renewable provisional license for 
one year, with a one- year extension. 

ANTI-FRAUD PROVISIONS 

It makes it illegal for a nursing 
home to use false or misleading 
information either in advertising or 
in applying for state licensure and 
certification. 

It requires that a formal contract 
be executed between the nursing 
home and the patient which specifies 
the accommodations and services to 
be provided and the charges for 
each. 

STAFFING STANDARDS 

It upgrades the professional 
staffing standards, requiring that a 
registered nurse be director of 
nursing and that at least one 
licensed nurse be on duty at all 
times. 

It requires at least 2.25 hours of 
nursing care per patient per day, 
and establishes fines for violations 
of staffing standards. 

It requires the Department of 
Public Health to develop a 
curriculum for the training of 
nursing home aides and to regularly 
administer random competency

examinations of aides. 

It requires a staff ratio of eight to 
one during the day, and 20 to one in 
the night 

It requires all nursing homes to 
employ a licensed mental health 
professional to serve the mental 
health needs of the patients. 

QUALITY OF CARE 

It requires at least one unan- 
nounced inspection visit a year, 
other than the annual licensure and 
certification inspections. It allows 
right of entry to representatives of 
the Department of Public Health, 
the state Fire Marshall, and the 
Office of Services to the Aging. 

It requires the Department of 
Public Health to provide all nursing 
homes professional advice and 
consultation related to quality of 
institutional care. 

PENALTIES FOR ABUSE 

It provides financial penalties for 
violation of patients' rights. 

It requires the forwarding of all 
information regarding professional 
violations to the board cf the ap- 
propriate state professional licen- 
sing agency. 

It requires the Department of 
Public Health to provide to the 
media every three months a list of 
licensees who are in violation of this 
act. 
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First across-nation freeway 


1-75 north-south connection completed 


When a 17-mile stretch of 1-75 
opens above Atlanta, Ga., today, 
Michigan will be the northern end of 
the first complete across-the-nation 
freeway making travel five times 
safer and twice as efficient when 
compared with the trunkline system 
it replaces, according to Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

1-75 was paid for entirely by 
motorists, with 90 percent of the 
money from the Federal Highway 
Trust Fund and the remainder from 
state gas taxes. 

“If there were no 1-75 today, many 
Michigan motorists driving to 
Florida on two- and four-lane high- 
ways would pay up to $257 more 
round trip for fuel, food and lodging, 
while spending up to two more days 
on the road each way,” said Joseph 
Ratke, Auto Club touring manager. 

Instead, the 1.4 million 
Michiganians who annually drive to 
Florida should find 1-75 one of the 
most economical and safest routes 
to the Sunshine State. 

Auto Club stated that compared 
with highways now paralleling the 
1,563-mile interstate road from Sault 
Ste. Marie to Tampa, 1-75 has a 
death rate nearly five times lower, 
with an annual savings of 800 lives. 

“Drivers no longer will have to 
spend added time and fuel traveling 
through cities and villages and over 
mountains which can be hazardous 
in winter," Ratke said. 

Auto Club calculates that 1-75 


saves about $47 in fuel, $102 in food 
and $108 in lodging than if a 
motoring couple drove the same 
roads used before 1966, when the 
interstate system was enacted. 

The highway also fulfilled a 66- 
year dream for a safe and efficient 
north-south auto route conceived 
first in 1911 by Col. William S. 
Gilbreath, who later became 
executive vice-president of the Auto 
Club. 

After learning of a 14-day auto trip 
where mules and block and tackle 
were used to help ford swollen 
rivers and pull cars along quagmire- 
like trails, Gilbreath toured the six 
states along the route. He convinced 
individual counties in each state that 
a driveable highway system was 
needed. 

By 1925, Gilbreath’s dream 
became reality, when, as an Auto 
Club director, he saw the opening of 
the 1,500-mile-long “Dixie High- 
way”. Before the “Dixie Highway” 
was completed, Michiganians often 
traveled circuitous routes to 
Florida. Capsulized route accounts 
tell of narrow bridges, and, on at 
least one stretch, almost two dozen 
one-lane bridges in Ohio and Ken- 
tucky. 

Travelers through Georgia and 
Florida were warned to be alert for 
stray cattle roaming major high- 
ways at night through “open range” 
areas.

“The court will determine whether 
probable cause exists to believe a 
violent felony was committed and 
that the accused child committed 
it,” Law said.

guardians and the prosecuting at- 
torney. The notice would clearly 
state the child is subject to waiver of 
jurisdiction and, if the court does not 
issue a waiver, he will be tried as an 
adult.

Legislation which would give the 
circuit court authority to try 
juveniles who are accused of violent 
crimes as adults has been in- 
troduced in the Michigan House of 
Representatives. 

Sponsored by State Rep Robert 
Law (R-36th District), the measure 
gives the circuit court jurisdiction 
over juveniles 15 years and older 
who are accused of the violent 
felonies of murder, criminal sexual 
conduct of the first and second 
degree, kidnapping, armed robbery 
or assault. 

According to the provisions of the 
bill, the circuit court would be 
required to conduct a full in- 
vestigation and hearing on the 
crime. The court then could waive 
jurisdiction and remand the child to 
the juvenile division of the Probate 
Court If the court does not waive 
jurisdiction, the child would then be 
tried in adult criminal court. 

“This bill focuses on the problem 
of how we handle the growing 
violence repeatedly exhibited 
among juveniles in our society,” 
Law said. “Present estimates are 
that one-third to 40 percent of all 
felonies are now committed by 
juveniles. 

“Presently, these youths are 
under the jurisdiction of the Probate 
Court. I think it is time we made a 
distinction between violent crimes 
committed by juveniles and lesser 
offenses which don’t justify adult 
punishment, and then try the cases 
accordingly.” 

“My bill removes violent juvenile 
offenders from the authority of the 
Probate Court. But at the same 
time, it leaves room for mitigating 
circumstances under which the 
adult court may decide the child is

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Why not give a year-round gift: A living ‘plant

If someone on ycur 
Christmas list likes to 
raise indoor plants, 
consider giving a gift 
that will grow through 
theycar— living plants. 

You can make your 
gift a do-it-yourself 
project by putting 
several plants together 
into a dish garden. 

Lee Taylor, a 
houseplant specialist at 
Michigan State 
University, said you’ll 
need four things to 
make a dish garden— a 
container; some gravel, 
sand or pieces of broken 
clay pot; some soil and 
plants. 

Containers for dish 
gardens can be made of 
almost any kind of 
material. They should 
be at least three inches 
deep, but not more than 
eight inches. Generally, 
they should be longer 
and wider than they a re 
tall 

The gravel or sano 
goes into the container 
first. For a shallow 
container, use a layer 
about three-fourths of 
an inch deep Deeper 
containers will need a 
thicker layer. This 
material is very im- 
portant, Taylor said. It 
holds a lot of water, so it 
helps keep the soil from 
becoming waterlogged 

The kind of soil you 
need depends on the 
kinds of plants you want 
to use. Taylor advised 
getting several plants 
that need the same kind 
of growing conditions. A 
dish garden of cactus 
andsucculants — plants 


that like dry conditions 
and lots of light — or a 
mixture of tropical 
plants that bke moist 
soil and less light will do 
better than a planting 
that mixes plants with 
very different needs. 

For a desert dish 
garden, a coarse, sandy 
soil is best You can 
make this by mixing one 
part houseplant potting 
soil, one part peat moss 
and two parts sand. For 
tropical plants, use 
equal parts sand, soil 
and peat. 

Use small plants in 
your dish garden, 
Tavlor suggested. 


Plants grown in two-to 
three-inch pots are 
recommended because 
their root systems are 
small. You won’t have 
to break off some of the 
roots and squeeze plants 
to make them fit if you 
start with small ones 
Select slow growing 
plants for your con- 
tainer garden, he ad- 
vised, and don’t fertilize 
them. Plants that grow 
quickly will outgrow the 
container in a I few 
months and have to be 
taken out of it. Slow 
growing tropical plants 
for dish gardens include 
many ferns, 


bromeliads, African 
violets, dracena, 
kalanchoe, philoden- 
drons. peperomias and 
snake plant. Desert 
plants like agave, aloe, 
cacti, echevaria, 
euphorbia, haworthia 
and sedum seldom 
outgrew their dishes. 

Water the pla nts, take 
them out of their pots 
and try several different 


arrangements before 
you fill in around the 
plant roots with soil. 
Decide whether you 
want the container to be 
seen from one side or 
from all sides. TTi is will 
help you decide how to 
arrange the plants. 

Fora one-side garden, 
Taylor suggested 
putting taller plants on 
the back side or at one 


end and arranging 
shorter pla nts in f ront or 
beside them. If the 
garden must look at- 
tractive from all sides, 
try placing the tallest 
plant in the center and 
grouping the shorter 
ones around it. 

After you’re satisfied 
with the placement of 
the plants, fill in around 
them with moist soil and

How often you must 
water your dish garden 
depends on the kinds of 
plants you put in it. A 
desert dish garden 
should be allowed to get 
quite dry between 
waterings A group of 
tropical plants will need 
water more often. 
Check it by touching the 
soil with your finger. If 
it feels moist, don’t add 
water If the top half 
inch of the soil is dry, 
add about a cup of 
water. 


A big problem with 
dish gardens occurs 
when they get too much 
water, Taylor said 

When vou give the 
for light, temperature

DVOP reaches to employ Vietnam era vets 


The Disabled Veterans Outreach 
Program (DVOP) is a federal 
program that sear lies out disabled 
Vietnam era veterans and helps 
them find work. 

And sometimes the first problem 
the outreach worker faces is the 
discouragement and disbelief of the 
veterans, themselves. 

“Does anybody really give a 
damn?” one young veteran asked a 
DVOP outreach worker in Livonia. 
“Or are our problems just a good 
cause for other people to discuss?” 

The Michigan Employment 
Security Commission (MESC), 


which runs the DVOP in Michigan, 
has 36 DVOP workers in Wayne 
County, and they do a lot more than 
discuss. When they have identified 
and contacted disabled veterans, 
they acquaint them with the services 
available to them and arrange 
appointments with MESC staff. 

MESC offices offer veterans 
assistance infinding work, including 
counseling, testing and referrals to 
jobs and training programs, as well 
as unemployment insurance 
benefits for those who are recently 
discharged. MESC offices also have 
Job Bank, a computerized job listing 
system. 
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MESC staff make referrals to 
many programs, some of which are 
of particular interest to veterans. 

Veterans who meet the poverty 
level and length of unemployment 
requirements may be referred to 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) programs for 
job training and work experience. 
Under President Carter’s economic 
stimulus program, public service 
jobs will be increased nationally to 
725,000, and the Secretary of Labor 
has asked that 35 percent be set 
aside for unemployed disabled and 
Vietnam era veterans — if they are 
available to fill them. 

When contacted in mid-October, 
the Wayne County CETA office 
expected 400 openings between then 
and the first of the year. And this 
office does not handle Detroit, 
Livonia and Dearborn, which have 
their own, separate CETA 
programs. 

Both union and industrial ap- 
prenticeship programs welcome 
qualified Vietnam era veterans. 
MESC apprenticeship specialists 
test, counsel and refer qualified 
veterans to these programs. 

MESC also refers economically 


disadvantaged youth, 16 to 21 years 
old, to the Job Corps. Economically 
disadvantaged young veterans are 
eligible for this program, too. 

Two national programs aim 
specifically at the problems 
veterans have in finding work:

Cherry Fruit salad 


Holiday time is still family reunion time. The 
homecoming of a favorite son or daughter on vacation is 
the signal for a gathering of the clan. 

No matter where these reunions occur — north, east, 
south, or west — you can just about bet on spotting a 
baked ham, potato salad, jellied salad, and of course, the 
favorite cake of someone near and dear. These foods are 
universally beloved for large family gatherings because 
they can all be prepared ahead and because only a real 
family renegade would dare dislike such all-American 
fare! 

For such occasions, it's foolhardy to advise on ham. The 
Pennsylvanians will insist on the sugar-cured variety, the 
Southerners will demand smoked country hams and 
Midwesterners must have hams from corn-fed hogs. 

And potato salad ranks as a family ritual, so no need to 
offer yet another recipe. But for the jellied salad, Cherry 
Fruit Salad is highly recommended for the sparkle it adds 
to any region’s ham or any family’s potato salad. Sweet 
dark cherries, crushed pineapple, chopped pecans and 


celery combine in cherry flavor gelatin for a real com- 
plement to the meal. 

Cherry Fruit Salad 

1 can (17 oz.) pitted sweet dark cherries 

2 packages (3 oz. each) or 1 package (6 oz.) cherry 
flavor gelatin 

2 cups boiling water 

2 cans (8-V 4 oz. each) crushed pineapple 
cup chopped celery 
cup chopped pecans 

Drain cherries, measuring syrup. Add water to syrup to 
make 1 cup. Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. Add 
measured liquid and undrained pineapple. Chill until 
thickened. Stir in cherries, celery and nuts. Pour into 
individual molds or an 8-cup mold. Chill until firm, at least 
4 hours. Unmold. Serve with lettuce or garnish with celery 
leaves, if desired. Makes 7 cups or 14 servings.

• HIGH ROAD TO ailNA” by Jon 
Cleary. In one of his most 
ingratiating performances in years, 
a veteran story tefler returns the 
reader to a world gone forever, yet 
still within living memory — the 
world of the Twenties, the final 
decade in which such high ad- 
venture could actually happen. 

On a gray day in August, 1920, Eve

seniority among Eastern's 4,000 
pilots. He had been flying for 
Eastern since the days of Eddie 
Rickenbacker. 

The co-pilot for Flight 401 was 
Bert Stockstill, a handsome former 
Air Force flier so devoted to aviation 
that he built airplanes by hand as a 
hobby. Together, Loft and Stockstill 
had charge of a new Lockheed L- 
1011. a 17-million-dollar jet heralded 
as the safest, most comfortable 
plane ever built - a supership of the 
airways. 

In the cabin, nine flight attendants 
served cocktails and sandwiches 
under the direction of Adrianne Ann 
Hamilton, a slender, serious Texan. 
She did not think of herself as 
religious, but now she did something 
she has never done in four years of 
professional flying — she said a 
quick prayer: If anything happens, 
please let me make it through. 

Before the night was over, 185 tons 
of metal, kerosene, cargo and 
humanity would become a fireball 
cartwheeling into the Everglades 
wilderness.

Michigan State 
University Extension 
specialists answer 
timely questions on 
horticultural topics. 

Q. What are frankin- 
cense and myrrh? 

A. Frankincense has 
been valued for 
thousands of years as an 
ingredient in incense, 
perfumes and 
fumigating powders. It 
is a yellow resin ex- 
tracted from a woody 
shrub or small tree 
found in Africa and 
Asia. Myrrh is also a 
resin. It has been used 
for centuries in making 
incense, salves, 
medicines, perfumes, 
disinfectants and em- 
balming mixtures. 
During biblical times it 
was considered as 
valuable as gold. 

Q. How do l roast 
chestnuts? 

A. Begin by slashing 
each one across the flat 
side with a sharp knife. 
Spread the chestnuts in 
a shallow pan, sprinkle 
with a quarter cup of 
water and bake in a hot 


oven (450 degrees F) for 
15 minutes or until the 
shells split open. Peel 
with a sharp knife while 
they are still warm, 
removing the bitter 
brown inner skin as well 
as the shell. 

Q. What is the best 
way to store fresh nuts? 

A. Nuts keep best in 
their shells. The shells 
protect them against 
light, heat, moisture 
and exposure to air, all 
of which cause nut- 
meats to turn rancid. 
Shelled nuts should be 
stored in moisture- 
vaporproof containers 
in the refrigerator of 
freezer. Nuts in the shell 
may be stored at room 
temperature but will 
keen longer — up to two 
years — in the freezer. 

Q. What’s the story on 
the Yule loe? 

A. The custom of the 
Yule log is English in 
origin. It’s uncertain 
where the term “Yule“ 
came from One writer 
on traditions and 
folklore suggests that it 
comes from the Anglo- 


Axon word “hveol,’’ the 
ancestor of the modern 
English word “wheel.” 
This interpretation ties 
the Yule log tradition 
into the early pagan 
belief that the sun was 
like a wheel that pur- 
sued an annual course 
across the heavens. The 
burning of the Yule log 
could probably be 
traced to pagan 
festivals celebrating the 
winter solstice, when a 
bonfire was part of a 
ceremony of sacrifice to 
or propitiation of the 
fire god. 

In later times, the 
Yule log, usually of 
great size, was dragged 
to the home on 
Christmas Eve and lit 
with a brand from the 
previous year’s log Its 
tie to Christmas was 
that it illuminated the 
home as Christ’s 
coming was to have 
brought light to the 
world.

A. The usual cause of 
flower bud drop in 
Christmas cactus is too 
high temperatures or 
too little light Next 
year, make sure your 
plant gets bright light or 
full sun and tem- 
peratures around 70 
degrees during the day. 

Q. My African violets 
are green and lush, but 
they won’t flower. What 
can I do to persuade 
them to bloom? 

A. The most im- 
portant factor in good 
growth and bloom is 
sufficient light. Try 
moving your violets to a 
south window with a 
sheer curtain. There the 
plants will get bright 
light without being 
exposed to full sun. If 
you don’t have a south 
window, you might want 
to grow your violets 
under artificial light. 
Arrange plants about 12- 
15 inches below 
fluorescent tubes and 
keep the lights on about 
14 hours a day. 

Air that is too warm 
< more than 75 degrees), 
too cool (below 55 
degrees) or too dry; and 
over- and un- 
derwatering may also 
interfere with 
flowering. 

Q. I grew pumpkins 
for the first lime this 
year and lost a lot of 
them because they 
rotted on the vine after 
the first frost. Did I do 
something wrong? 

A. It’s usually advised 
to harvest mature 
pumpkins before frost. 
Frost damages the hard 
rind, opening the way 
for decay organisms 
Compare what hap- 
pened to your pumpkins 
with the rapid 
deterioration of a 
carved jack o’lantern. 
It doesn’t last long after 
it’s cut, especially if the 
weather turns wet and 
mild, as it did this year 
in parts of Michigan. If 


you grow pumpkins 
again next year, harvest 
mature ones after tiie 
beginning of cool 
weather but before 
frost The rind should be 
hard and of a good 
orange color 

Q. My son saved the 
seeds from his 

Halloween pumpkin’ so 
he can plant them next 
year. What’s likely to 
happen? Is he going to 
be disappointed? 

A Not disappointed, 
probably, but maybe 
surprised. The pum- 
pkins grown for jack 
o’lanterns, like so many 
other improved 
vegetable varieties, are 
hybrids. They are 
produced by crossing 
two or more varieties to 
get a certain com- 


bination of desirable 
characteristics. If 
planted, the seeds from 
the f ruits of these hybrid 
plants should grow into 
vines that will, in turn, 
produce fruits, but these 
fruits may be quite 
different from the ones 
from ^fhich the seeds 
were taken. Many of the 
desired characteristics 
achieved by the original 
cross may be lost This 
is why MSU hor- 
ticulturists usually 
advise against saving 
your own seed. As a 
gardening project for 
fun, however, saving 
and planting seeds of 
hybrid crosses can be 
quite exciting. You 
literally don’t know’ 
what’s going to come 
up!

Christmas tree 


Bugs in your 
Christmas tree? Well, 
why not? 

The trees grown for 
Christmas use are 
grown outdoors. Like 
any other outdoor 
plants, they have their 
share of insect pests. So 
it shouldn’t come as a 
surprise to anyone when 
some of them travel into 
the home with the tree. 

White pine aphids are 
probably the most 
common insect to travel 
indoors on Christmas 
trees, Liebherr says. 

The aphids come 
indoors as eggs on the 
tree’s needles, he ex- 
plains. As the tree gets 
warm, the eggs m&y 
hatch. In the warm, dry 
atmosphere of the 
typical home, the 1-16- 
inch-long insects do not 
last long Those that do 
survive for any length of 
time leave with the 
Christmas tree, so 
there’s no cause for 
alarm. 

Jumping plant lice, 


which spend the winter 
as adults, are slightly 
larger relatives of the 
pine aphid. They live on 
blackberries in the 
summer, sucking plant 
juices. Then, when the 
weather gets cold, they 
move into the nearest 
stand of pines and take 
shelter there. If the tree 
they choose happens to 
end up in your living 
room, you get plant lice 
flying — not jumping — 
all over. 

“Jumping plant lice 
are about one eighth- 
inch long and tan 
colored with two light 
stripes on their wings,’’ 
Liebherr says. “Like 
the white pine aphids, 
they’re just a nuisance 
in the house.” 

Ohter pests that might 
hitchhike into your 
home on a Christmas 
tree include several 
types of sawflies, 
lacewings and spiders. 
The sawflies usually 
prefer types of pine not 


generally used for 
Christmas trees, 
Liebherr notes, but it is 
possible that they might 
lay eggs on white or 
Scotch pine. When these 
hatched, the caterpillar- 
like larvae would feed 
on the tree’s needles. 
Like aphids, they would 
not thrive in the warm, 
dry air of most homes, 
so they probably 
wouldn’t last long enogh 
to do much damage 

“If you just can’t 
stand the thought of 
having; bugs in your 
house, you could use an 
insect spray that con- 
tains pyrethrum and 
take care of most of the 
things that might come 
in on your tree,” 
Liebherr says. “These 
insects probably won’t 
survive long in the 
house, however; they 
won’t do any damage 
and they’ll leave when 
the tree does. It’s 
certainly nothing to get 
excited about.”

With the new, hybrid 
varieties, the red, pink 
and white flower bracts 
may last for months. 

Choose a poinsettia 
that has dark green 
foliage, advise 
Michigan State 
University hor- 
ticulturists. Fallen or 
yellow leaves indicate it 
has been poorly fer- 
tilized or it has a root 
disease. The colorful 
bracts should be of good 

S ize and color. The true 
owers, the buttonlike 
Structures at the center 
of the bracts, should 
have little or no yellow 
pollen showing on them. 

To keep your poin- 
aettia healthy, keep it 
out of hot and cold 
drafts and high tem- 
peratures. Tem- 
peratures of 60-70 
degrees during the day 
cfre best, with 55 degrees 
at night. Higher tem- 
peratures will shorten 
tbe blooming period. 

| Place your poinsettia 
Uhere it will be exposed 
to bright, indirect light. 

It light levels are too 
low, the lower leaves 
\Vill yellow and drop off. 
Dry air also will cause 
lfcaf drop. 

; Water the poinsettia 
vjhen the soil feels 
ipoderately dry. Avoid 
cjverwatering. 

! Fertilize once a month 
^ith houseplant fer- 
tilizer. 



If you are in relatively good 
health, sothat it won’t bea burden to 
you, give yourself a loving com- 
panion for Christmas by adopting a 
dog.

Handicapped: Pioneers in wheelchairs 


We can learn from history, 
although the message often may 
seem remote from our daily lives 
That this is not necessarily so is Bill 
Kiser’s message in “Pioneering in a 
Wheelchair”. 

Kiser, the 1976 Handicapped 
Americlan of the Year, looks to our 
own American West and makes 
some interesting observations. As a 
severely disabled person, he sees 
parallels between the winning of the 
frontier and the efforts of han- 
dicapped people to achieve full In- 
dependence and participation in our 
society.

That the wide open spaces of the 
Old West have a special appeal to 
most Americans is evident by the 
many television programs devoted 
to this stage of our history. From 
“Bonanza” tlo “LitU e House on the 
Prairie”, we get a sense of what it 
was like to be a pioneer. 

Handicapped people of today find 
themselves on a new frontier with 


many similarities to the one 
conquered by our pioneer an- 
cestors. To be sure, there are many 
dangers and obstacles on our oaths. 
Rather than hostile hatives and 
wild animals, we are faced with 
indifference and sometimes 
prejudice. There are two major 
similarities between our struggle 
lor independence and that of our 
forefathers who settled the West. 

First, the pioneers were 
dissatisfied with their previous lot in 
life. Whether motivated by idealism 
or material gain, they were com- 
mitted to bringing about a change in 
their own lives. And from these 
personal changes came changes in 
the society in which they lived. 

Disabled people today are saying 
that they are dissatisfied with not 
being able to live and work and 
participate fully in their society. 
And society is changing as we 
progress toward our own new 
frontiers. Increased access and 
changed attitudes affect everybody. 

Second, although writers and 


dramatists have never been able to 
make digging stumps and hauling 
rocks exciting, the West was won by 
back-breaking labor. There must 
have been a lot of monotony and 
frustration tending cattle and 
planting crops, but this was 
necessary to eke a living out of the 
new territory. 

It also is hard work, and not often 
exciting, being disabled. Over- 
coming architectural and attitudinal 
barriers can be as exhausting as 
physical labor. There’s monotony 
and drudgery, too, in having to cope 
with barriers one can’t get through. 

How did the pioneers do it? 
Government aid played a part. In 
addition to free land, the early 
settlers usually had military support 
at army posts. Federal money 
provided law enforcement until the 
pioneer towns were established 
enough to elect their own officials. 

Technology, although it might not 
have been called that, also was 
important Advances in weapons 
enabled the settlers to protect 


Michigan's exodus: 
South for holidays 


The exodus of Michiganians to 
sunnier climates and northern ski 
lodges this Christmas-New Year’s 
holiday may set a record as advance 
lodging and airline reservations are 
up 10 percent over last year, ac- 
cording to Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

Air space to Florida, California, 
Mexico, Hawaii and the Caribbean is 
booked for much of the holiday 
period. Lodging in those areas and 
at many state ski lodges is ob- 
tainable now only through can- 
cellations. 

“Persons making immediate 
reservations at popular hotels and 
motels across Michigan should find 
desired accommodations at all but 
Michigan’s northern ski lodges 
which are filled between Christmas 
and New Year’s Day,” said Auto 
Club World Travel Manager C. E. 
Stanbury. 

Stanbury, who advised skiers 
without accommodations to seek 
reservations at motels in com- 
munities near major ski resorts, 
said that some northern cities are 
filling motel space for the holidays 
at a record pace. 

“Motel space is at least 90 percent 
booked between Christmas and New 
Year’s in Grayling, Gaylord, 
Petoskey and Cadillac and those 
areas should fill for much of the 
holidays,” Stanbury said. 

“Motel owners in other sections of 
Michigan expect heavy holiday 
pressure, but most operators do not 
anticipate filling,” he added. “This 
includes the popular Traverse City 
area.” 

Approximately 3.4 million cars 
will travel an estimated 660 million 
miles in Michigan over the 78-hour 
Christmas holiday, which begins at 6 
p.m. Dec. 23, and concludes at 12 
midnight Dec. 26, and again over 
New Year’s, which begins at 6 p.m. 
Dec. 30, and runs through 12 mid- 
night Jan. 2. 

During last year’s 78-hour 
holidays, 17 persons died in 
Michigan traffic accidents over 
Christmas and 13 over New Year’s. 

“Between Dec. 18 and Jan. 3, 
Michiganians will find it difficult to 
obtain a ticket for air travel or book 
rooms at desired accommodations 
at warm-weather destinations,” 
Stanbury said. 

“No matter where you travel this 
holiday, confirm all reservations for 
air travel or rooms at least 72 hours 
before starting a trio.” Stanbury 



themselves. Better plows and far- 
ming equipment facilitated 
homesteading. The development of 
the railroad and the telegraph 
helped tie isolated western set- 
tlements to the rest of the country. 

How dies this relate to han- 
dicapped people? Like our western 
ancestors, our success will depend 
finally on our <xvn efforts and “true 
grit”. No government assistance 
can do the job for us. But, like them, 
we do need proper support from 
government and the rest of society 
for our efforts to be meaningful 
Those of us who are more severely 
handicapped need the tools of 
modern technology to help us 
conquer our frontiers as surely as 
the settlers needed their guno and 
plows, and the back-up assistance of 
the railroad and telegraph 

In time we can judge if the im- 
plementation of the Section 503 and 
504 amendments of the Vocational 
Rehabilitation Act will compare 
with the free land grants of pioneer 
days, or whether the recent White 
House Conference on Handicapped 
Individuals will be remembered as 
the Alamo of the disabled. 

History will record only the more 
important accomplishments of 
certain handicapped individuals. 
Omitted will be the day-to-day 
struggle of the over 28 million 
Americans who have some type of 
mental or physical impairment. But 
the unnamed farmers and ranchers 
were as important in winning the 
West as the Wyatt Earps and Batt 
Mastersons. 

So whether we make a name for 
ourselves or not, it’s up to us as 
disabled people to conquer our own 
frontiers. Confronted with our 
everyday problems, its often hard 
to envision ourselves as pioneers, 
carving out a new and independent 
life. It’s doubtful that our western 
ancestors saw themselves in a very 
romantic light either. 

Nevertheless, our pioneering is as 
much a venture into new lands as 
their’s was. We are only struggling 
to gain equal opportunities and 


responsibilities as American 
citizens. A chance to make it, to 
carve out territory to build a life — 
that’s what the movement west 


was about. That's what disabled 
people are working for, too — a 
chance to be pioneers, strong and 
independent, winning a new- frontier. 


Fuiford retires 
from EMU 


Gerald E. Fuiford, general fund 
analyst at Eastern Michigan 
University, has called it quits, 
retiring after 15 years of service to 
the university in its Budget Office. 

Fulford’s retirement was effective 
Dec. 10, pending approval by the 
EMU Board of Regents. 

Fuiford, 63, first began working 
for the university on Feb. 1, 1963, as 
a supervisor in the Cashier’s Office. 
A native of Romulus, he had been 
employed previously as an ac- 
countant and an administrative 
planner for the Ford Motor Co. 
Fuiford also owned and operated the 
Fuiford Produce Co. in Ypsilanti for 
15 years before coming to Eastern. 

Fuiford earned his bachelor’s 
degree in business administration 
from the University of Detroit in 
1937 and a master’s degree in 
business administration from 
Eastern in 1967. During World War 
II, he served as a communications 
officer in charge of radio signalling 
and tactical communications with 
the U.S. Pacific fleet. 

At EMU, Fuiford served as 
director of fiscal analysis and in- 
ternal audit and was responsible for 
recommendations for new policies 
and procedures and revising 
existing policies. Fuiford was 
responsible for the administration 
and supervision of <he University’s 
internal audit program. He was 
EMU’s first director of data 


processing and its first fiscal 
analyst. 

More recently, Fuiford served as 
risk manager at Eastern. He was 
responsible for negotiating in- 
surance coverages, processing 
insurance claims to settlements and 
initiating loss-prevention programs. 

A long-time resident of Ypsilanti, 
he is most active in community 
activities. He is a member of the 
Board of Directors for the Ypsilanti 
Boy’s Clubs and is a past-president 
of the club’s board. He has served as 
a board member for the last 22 years 
and is a member of the Michigan 
Area Council of Boys Clubs of 
America. 

Fuiford is president of the Board 
of Directors of the John Knox 
Village Retirement Center in Ann 
Arbor and is chairman of the church 
committee at Zion Lutheran Church 
in Ann Arbor. 

Professionally, Fuiford is a 
member of the Association of 
College and University Auditors and 
the Michigan University Risk 
Managers Association. 

“I have made many friends at 
Eastern over the last 15 years and 
hope to maintain contact with them 
in my retirement,” Fuiford said. “I 
am planning on an active retirement 
at least for the forseeable future... 
Several service activities and a 
limited amount of temporary em- 
ployment are on my immediate 
agenda.” 



said: “Persons without confirmed 
tickets for air travel still can arrive 
at airports at least two hours before 
intended flights depart and put 
names on standby lists.”

Florida campground space also 
will be difficult to find, with nearly 
80 percent of the 94,000 public and 
private campsites expected to fill for 
the holidays. 

Only scattered areas of the 
Caribbean still have motel-hotel 
accommodations during the 
holidays.

Douglas M. Fergusson is the kind 
of person who will ask what kind of 
winter sport you’re into. He will tell

With cold weather upon us, many 
people will begin venturing out onto 
frozen bodies of water. 

Ice thickness should be of concern 
to everyone who uses it for 
recreational purposes, according to 
the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR). A spokesman for 
the department has cautioned 
winter enthusiasts that just because 
lakes are frozen doesn’t mean they 
are safe. 

Eric Olsen of the DNR’s Marine 
Safety Section said ice can be tricky. 

“It could be six feet thick in one 
spot and a few feet away only inches 
thick.’’ 

With that in mind, the DNR is 
\ recommending some general rules 
of thumb to use when judging the 
: relative safety of ice and some 
precautions to take before you 
venture out. 

To begin with, you can’t always 
tell the strength of ice simply by its 
look, or its thicknes, or the daily 
temperature, or whether or not the 
. ice is covered with snow. 

The strength of ice, in fact, 
depends on these four factors plus a 
number of others, including depth of 
water under the ice, surface size of 
the body of water, chemistry of the 
, water, the distribution of any load 
placed on the ice, and local climatic 
factors that vary considerably from 
place to place. 

In general, however, new ice will 
be much stronger than old ice. Ice 
formed by direct freezing of lake or 
stream water will be stronger than 
ice formed from melting snow, 
refrozen ice, or ice made of water 
that bubbles up through cracks and 
then freezes on the surface. 

In other words, clear new ice 
* generally is stronger than ice 
clouded with air bubbles. And a 
couple of inches of this new ice may 
be strong enough to support you 
while a foot of old ice, or so-called 
“rotten” ice, will not. 

The DNR advises against ever 

Pi/obolus 


driving a car onto a lake. If you feel 
you must drive your car onto a lake, 
parking in one spot tends to weaken 
ice, and when the thickness of ice is 
marginal, prolonged parking on one 
spot is not recommended. Vehicles 
should be moved around and parked 
at alternate locations from time to 
time to allow ice to recover its 
earlier, or “normal” shape and 
position. 

It takes prolonged freezing 
temperatures to produce solid ice. 
Look for bluish ice as a safety sign. 
On the other hand, look out for 
honey-combed ice and stay clear of 
dark spots in the ice. 

A good place to start sizing up 
conditions on your favorite lake is 
right around the shore. If ice is 
squashy or broken up, it’s a pretty 
good bet that the whole lake is un- 
safe. 

Beware of lake inlets and outlets. 
They generally have some thin 
patchesof ice throughout the winter. 
Don’t tread intoareas of lakes where 
the snow cover looks discolored. 

As a general rule, don’t walk on 
ice that is less than two inches thick, 
don’t ride a snowmobile on ice that is 
less than five inches thick, and don’t 
drive a car on ice that is less than 
eight inches thick. 

Other points of interest about ice: 

—Shore ice often is broken and 
refrozen during the winter because 
of the constant buckling action of ice 
on a lake. Such ice, near shore, is 
always weaker than “refrozen” ice. 

—On cold days, or still evenings, 
the ice on a lake may be heard to 
crack more or less continuously. 
This doesn’t mean the ice is 
dangerous; merely, that it is 
changing its shape as the tem- 
perature changes. 

—Cars often establish roadways 
from shore to favorite fishing 
grounds. These roads can be 
weakened by repeated use, and 
should not necessarily be considered 
the safest route to a fishing spot.

to avoid disaster while driving to 
your favorite winter sports area and 
home again. 

Fergusson’s concerns about 
winter driving hazards come from a 
deep personal commitment to traffic 
accident prevention. He is chairman 
of the National Safety Council’s 
(NSC) Committee on Winter 
Driving Hazards; vice-president for 
Traffic for NSC; and director of 
Safety Services for Nationwide 
Insurance Co. 

Over many years, Fersusson has 
personally taken part in the coun- 
cil’s annual winter driving test 
program. He has helped evaluate 
the performance of all types of 
vehicles and equipment, as well as 
driving techniques over a wide 
range of hazardous driving con- 
ditions. He knows whereof he 
speaks when it comes to com- 
mon sense driving precautions for 
winter. 

According to Fer^isson, special 
driving hazards accompany dif- 
ferent types of winter sports. 
Hunters on unimproved, out-of-the- 
way roads find themselves blocked 
by blizzard drifts. Glittering snow, 
the very stuff that makes downhill 
slopes a pleasure for skiers, can 
slick up a mountain pass until it 
becomes impassable 

And snowmobilers add a trailer 
whipping along behind their cars to 
compound vehicle control problems 
on icy or snow-clogged roads. For 
these vehicle-trailer buffs, 
Fergusson, whose experiences as a 
winter skid-tester include both 
passenger cars and truckers’ rigs, 
has these tips: 

—Starting and accelerating must 
be slow ane easy; 

—On curves and turns, a trailer 
tagging along behind tends to pull 
the rear of a car out of line; 

—Passing other vehicles takes 
longer and more room is needed 
before cutting back in (when being 
passed, the air blast from the 
passing vehicle can make a trailer 
swerve back and forth) ; 

—Slowing down and stopping 
require extra distance, and 

—And somehow a trailer seems 
inclined to try to get ahead of the 
vehicle towing it during slowdowns 
and stops (jackknifing). 

When these stubborn tendencies 
show up on winter- si ick roads — 
whether a single vehicle or car^ 
trailer combination is involved — a 
great deal more care and finesse in 
maneuvering is required. Anticipate 
all movements well in advance, then 
make them smoothly and gradually, 
Fergusson recommends. 

Keep a steady foot on the ac- 
celerator. Sudden changes in speed 
or abrupt turns wfll throw your car 
into a skid. If you do go into a skid, 
turn the steering wheel in the 
direction the rear-end of the car is 
skidding But don’t over-steer. The 
instant you feel your car beginning 
to pull out of the skid, straighten out 
the steering wheel to regain control. 

Get the “feel of the road”. Away 
from traffic, jab the brake pedal or 
accelerate the engine momentarily 
to see whether the wheels skid or 
spin. A good driver practices this 
technique whenever in doubt of the 
condition of the road surface. He 
then drives accordingly. 

When slowing or stopping on 
slippery pavement, pump the 


brakes If you jam them on you will 
lock the wheels and go into a skid. 
Instead, apply the brakes gently 
until you feel that a skid is about to 
start. The release, steer and pump 
again. This intermittent braking will 
keep the front wheels rolling so that 
you can maintain steering control. 

In addition to adjusting your 
driving to the rotten road conditions 
your sport takes you through, 
Fergusson recommends equipping 
your car with the best possible 
traction aids. Based on tests by the 
council’s Committee on Winter 


Driving Hazards, the following 
power-to-road traction aids are 
listed in the order of their ef- 
fectiveness: 

— Reinforced tire chains are tops 
for severe snow and ice conditions. 
They provide from four to seven 
times as much traction as regular 
highway tires for pulling through 
deep snow and driving on glare ice. 

—Studded snow tires (where 
permitted) are next best for ice, 
with new studs providing about 
three times the pull of regular tires. 

—Regular snow tires provide 
about half again as much pulling 


power as regular tires in loose snow; 
but only 28 percent improvement on 
glare ice. 

Fergusson added, however, that 
even with the help of traction aids, 
far slower than normal speeds along 
with far longer gaps between your 
vehicle and the car ahead are 
essential whenever pavements are 
slippery. 

“Advance planning, a properly 
equipped and well -maintained 
vehicle, plus common-sense driving 
habits will goa long way toward safe 
and enjoyable winter driving,” 
Fergusson concluded.

Make your own centerpiece 


Has the price tag on 
those gorgeous pine 
cone wreathes dam- 
pened your holiday 
decorating spirit? Why 
not make your own? 

Lee Taylor, extension 
horticulture specialist 
at Michigan State 
University, says you 
can easily make your 
own wreath, if you have 
a few tools, some basic 
materials and a little 
time. 

Begin by collecting 
cones, nuts and hard 
seed pods of all colors, 
shapes and sizes. You 
can get the whole family 
involved in this part of 
the project. Any walk 
through the woods or 
drive along country 
roads should yield 
plenty of possibilities. 
Be sure to get per- 
mission from lan- 
downers to collect on 


their property. 

It’s a good idea to 
bake cones, nuts and 
other plant materials 
for about an hour before 
you begin to work with 
them, Taylor advised. 
Place them in a thin 
layer in a shallow pan 
and set the oven at its 
lowest setting. This will 
take care of any worms, 
beetles, borers or other 
insect pests that might 
emerge into your home 
as the materials get 
warm. 

Tools you will need 
include pruning shears, 
tin snips, long-nosed 
pliers, kitchen shears 
and a drill with a one 
eighth-inch bit. To 
shape your wreath, use 
a wire wreath frame 
from your local florist. 
You’ll also need some 
No. 26 to 28 florist’s 
wire. 


To make a large 
wreath on a wire frame, 
collect enough large 
cones of about the same 
size for the background. 
Insert the stem end of 
each cone between the 
outside top and bottom 
wires of the frame until 
it hooks behind the 
inside top and bottom 
wires. Keep the cones 
close together all the 
way around, with the 
ends extending outward 
about the same distance 
from the frame. 

Complete the wreath 
by wiring smaller 
cones, cone rosettes 
and nuts against the 
large cone background. 
Rosettes are made by 
snipping cones 
crosswise with the 
pruning shears. To 
fasten nuts to the 
wreath, drill them near 
the stem and sovoucan 


poke a wire through 
each one. 

For a smaller wreath, 
use a small wire frame. 
Wrap it with brown 
florist’s tape to make it 
less noticeable. Wire 
small cones, all about 
the same size, to the 
inside and outside of the 
ring. Then fill in with 
smaller cones, nuts and 
cone rosettes. 

You can spray it with 
lacquer or varnish at 
this point, if you desire a 
smooth finish. 

Holly sprigs and 
berries, bittersweet, 
imitation f ru it , 
Christmas tree or- 
naments, bows, bells, 
tiny gift boxes and other 
items can also be wired 
to the wTeath. 

Remember that a 
wreath to hang outdoors 
needs to be made only of 
waterproof materials.

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Ease chill of season 


ice arenas establish skating schedules 


Although winter activities are somewhat 
limited compared to warmer months, many 
western Wayne County communities offer ice 
skating to help ease the chill of the season. 

With the upcoming holidays and school 
vacations, families might consider spending 
their free time on ice. 

Listed below are locations and schedules of 
area ice skating rinks in Romulus, Belleville, 
Inkster, Westland, Wayne and Canton 
Township. 

Belleville and Romulus have outdoor rinks 
which require freezing temperatures before 
ice is ready for skating 

The rink in Belleville is located at Victory 
Park on South Columbia Street. 

Residents are reminded that there is no 
supervison and no lighting other than street 
lights. 


One of the four rinks in Romulus provides 
supervision. At Park No. 1, on Beverly and 
Henry Ruff roads, the supervisor’s hours are 
from 2 p.m. to 7 p.m 

The rink in Kennedy Park, on Goddard 
Road at Five Points, is the only one in the city 
with special lighting 

Another Romulus rink is located near the 
fire station on Middlebelt Road, south of 
Ecorse Road. 

The rink at Merriman Park on Merriman 
Road, south of Eureka has not been flooded 
yet, but it should be ready before the end of 
the season. 

Inkster Civic Arena. 26077 South River park 
Drive, has holiday open skating, 12 p.m. to 3 
p.m., from Dec 21 through 23 and Dec. 26 
through 30. 

Skating fees for Inkster residents are 50 


cents per period and rental fees for skates are 
50 cents with a refundable $1 deposit. 

Holiday skating at Westland Multi purpose 
Arena on Wildwood Street starts Dec 19 and 
ends Jan 1. 

Arena hours are Monday through Friday 
afternoons at 12 to 1 :20, 1 :30 to 2:50, 3 to 4:20 
and 4:30 to 5:50 p.m. There will be no skating 
Saturdays and Sundays during the holiday 
scheduling. 

Arena skating fees for ages 12 and under 
are 25 cents for ages 13 and over, 50 cents 
Skate rental is not available, but skates will 
be sharpened for 75 cents.

At the community center in Wayne, on

Holiday skating in Plymouth is open to 
Canton Township residents, since the city is 
without a rink of its own.

Do you hate to make decisions? Or 
you make them but only at the last 
minute? Due to some significant 
changes in the tax law, you may not 
want to wait until the last week of 
December to do your 1977 tax 
planning. 

For example, one important 
change in the law that will affect 
many taxpayers is the increased 
time property must be held in order 
to qualify for long term capital gain 
or loss treatment. In prior yers, you 
had to hold an asset for more than 
six months to qualify for the long- 
term capital gain of Iqss treatment, 
but for 1977, the holding period has 
been increased to nine months. 

This means, for instance, that if 
you purchased some stock or 
perhaps land on Jan. 4, 1977, you 
must have owned that property until 
at least Oct. 5 in order to be eligible 
for long term capital gains treat- 
ment. If you disposed of the property 
before October 5, the entire gain 


from the sale would be reportable. 

Also for 1977 tax returns, the 
amount of a capital loss that may be 
claimed on your tax return as an 
offset against taxable income, has 
been increased from $1,000 to $2,000 

Suppose you purchased some 
stock in March 1977 for $6,000 and 
sold it in December 1977 for $2,000. 
Your total loss was $4,000. In prior 
years, you would have been allowed 
to offset your taxable income by only 
$1,000 of the loss, but for 1977 you 
may use $2,000 of the loss to offset 
your income As in the past, any 
excess loss may be carried over to 
the next year. 

Other changes in the tax law- that 
may affect millions of Americans 
concern Individual Retirement 
Arrangements, commonly referred 
to as IRAs. Gnerally, these are 
personal reti remen t savings plans 
that may be set up by working 
persons under age 70 who do not 
participate in any other pension or

annuity plans The advantage of an 
IRA is that contributions are not 
taxed until you receive distributions 
from the plan, normally after you 
retire when you may be in a much 
lower tax bracket. 

This year, for the first time, 
workers who have established an 
IRA also may set up such a plan for 
their non-working spouse. This 
means that you can save an extra 
amount of money for retirement 
years. 

The deduction you are allowed for 
your combined contributions to both 
plans is 15 percent of the working 
spouse’s income, to a top limit of 
$1,750. However, you may not take a 
larger deduction for one spouses 


IRA than for the other 
So therefore, if you contribute 
more to your plan, for example, than 
to your spouse’s plan, your deduc- 
tion is limited to twice the amount 
contributed to your spouse's plan 
Here’s how that works You 
received compensation of $20,0(K) in 
1977 and contributed $87f» to your 
IRA and $800 to an IRA for your 
unemployed spouse. Even thoigh 
your total contribution was $1,675. 
you are allowed a deduction on your 
return of only $1,600, twice the 
smaller amount contributed to a 
plan. 

Another change concerning IRAs 
involves the period in which you 
may make contributions to an IRA 


and still deduct those contributions 
on your 1977 tax return. 

If you make your contribution 
within 45 days from the end of the 
year i by Feb. 14. 1978), you may still 
deduct it on your 1977 return. This 
new provision aDows you to figure 
your income for the year, and then 
make your contribution based on 
that figure.

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Prominent judges say 


Millage needed for criminal justice system 


Several prominent judges have 
urged Wayne County officials to 
consider putting a special millage 
proposal on the ballot “to meet the 
needs of the overtaxed law en- 
forcement criminal-justice 
system”. 

The judges said “they don't have 
enough money now to hire the 
manpower necessary to put an in- 
creasing number of criminals 
operating in Wayne County behind 
bars”. 

The judges’ appeal was in 
responsetoan urgent meeting called 
by Wayne County Commissioners 
Rose Mary C. Robinson and Richard 
E. Manning to discuss an unex- 
pected $3.5 million in prisoner 
housing costs at the Sheriff's 
detention annex— M Building on the 


county hospital grounds in 
Westland. 

W r ayne County is under orders 
from the State Municipal Finance 
Commission to maintain a balanced 
budget or face a possible state- 
controlled takeover. 

The 1977-78 county budget 
provides for 70 inmates at the annex 
at an estimated annual cost of $2.2 
million. The County Board of 
Commissioners appropriated an 
additional $317,000 because the 
prisoner population has been 
averaging between 200-250, the 
maximum capacity. 

“That supplemental appropriation 
runs out Jan. 8,” Ms. Robinson said. 
“Our fiscal advisor tells us it would 
cost $5.7 million this year to operate 
M Building at the present level. 


We’ve got to find a wa y to reduce the 
prisoner population — or face cuts in 
previously allocated services.” 

Circuit Judge Richard Dunn, who 
will succeed retiring Judge James 
Canhamas chief of Circuit Court in 
January, has been appointed 
chairman of a committee which will 
seek answers to the critical budget 
problem. Manning announced. 

Recorder’s Court Judge James A. 
Hathaway and Wayne Circuit Judge 
James Canham said “courts are 
operating on a bare bones budget 
now, and that it would be a public 
disaster; if the criminal justice 
system had to take further budget 
cuts”. 

Canham and former Judge T. 
John Lesinski, administrator of the 
Recorder’s Court Crash Program. 


recommended that the com- 
missioners cut “non-mandated 
county programs” 

“It’s time for the county to get out 
of the hospital business,” Lesinski 
said “There are a multitude of 
hospital beds that are unused. 
Patients could be transferred to 
area hospitals at a much reduced 
cost.” 

Canham added: “Only the county 
can lock up criminals — but there is 
nothing in the statutes that says we 
need to operate a hospital. It’s a 
noble idea, but it’s always been my 
impression that we have to many 
hospital beds in this community.” 

The three judges said on a short- 
term basis they would si^port the 
commissioners in seeking state aid 
to meet rising costs, but the long- 


term plan “has got to include more 
revenue for the county". 

“If the public wants criminals 
convicted and locked up — and I’m 
firmly convinced they do — we have 
got to tell them the only answer is 
more money,” Lesinski said “I 
strongly urge a millage program 
dedicated to improvements in the 
court system The public has got to 
know that federal help for ‘crash’ 
programs won’t be available next 
year. 

“Crime is rising. Costs are rising. 
If it takes $80 a day to keep a 
dangerous criminal locked up, we’ll 
have to pay the price,” he added. 

In addition to the judiciary, the 
commissioners have sought the 
cooperation of the Sheriff and the 
County Prosecutor in solving the 


critical budget dilemma. 

Commissioner Manning said the 
special meeting “produced some 
short-term possibilities that could 
help relieve the serious over- 
crowding at the jail annex.” 

“Our next step is to go over some 
of these suggestions at the con- 
ference table with the Sheriff, the 
Prosecutor and the judges,” 
Manning said. “Hopefully, we can 
all put our heads together and come 
up with some additional ways to 
save money.” 

Ms. Robinson chairs the Board of 
Commissioners’ Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee which makes 
recommendations to the full board 
on funding and services for the 
county’s criminal justice-law en- 
forcement network. Manning is a 
committee member 


MERC rules safety 
personnel pact illegal 


The Michigan Employment 
Relations Commission (MERC) has 
ruled that an American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employees Union (AFSCME) 
contract with the Wayne County 
Road Commission is not legal. 

The contract involves personnel at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

The Police Officers Association of 
Michigan (POAM) challenged the 
contract, which covers security 
officers at the airport and included 
both supervisory and non- 
supervisory employees. It lumped 62 
supervisory personnel and nearly 60 
security officers under one 
agreement. 


In its decision, MERC ruled that 
“the present contract offered no bar 
for an election which the POAM- 
srequested” 

“As a result of the MERC dicision, 
our union is immediately moving 
forward in efforts to become the 
bargaining represent ative for the 
nearly 60 security officers at Metro 
Airport,” saiG POAM Executive 
directorCarl Parsell . “POAM is just 
waiting for MERC to set a date for a 
union representation election for the 
security officers.” 

The officers will choose between 
joining POAM or remaining with 
AFSCME. their present bargaining 
agent. The Teamsters Union cannot 


be involved in this selection because 
of a MERC ruling. 

The security officers are charged 
with responsibility of handling the 
law enforcement duties at Metro 
Airport. 

All the officers are certified by ihe 
Michigan Law Enforcement Of- 
ficers Training Council (MLEOTC) 
and must have had two years of 
college education to apply for the 
position. 

POAM. a full service union of 
professional police officers 
representing professional police 
officers, is the bargaining 
representative for law' enforcement 
associations throughout the State of 
Michigan.

Michigan should soon have a law 
on the books which will make it 
easier to prosecute construction 
firms when hazardous working 
conditions lead to fatal employee 
accidents, according to Senate 
Labor Committee Chairman David 
A. Plawecki (D-12th District). 

Plawecki said he expects prompt 
enactment of a bill, adopted Dec. 13 
in the Senate, which clarifies the 
definition of “intent” to violate the 
state’s safety code. 

The newly-adopted measure 
defines a willful intent to commit a 
criminal violation as “knowingly 
and purposefully” disregarding 
safety standards.

“The Port Huron tunnel disaster 
of 1971, which claimed 22 lives,” 
noted Plawecki, “is a glaring 
example of the inadequacy of 
existing law.” 

“In that case, prosecutors were 
reluctant to bring charges against 
the firm involved in the construction 
because of a belief that it was vir- 


tually impossible to prove willful 
intent,” Plawecki said. 

Data from the State Department 
of Labor confirms that the current 
law* is a problem. In construction 
cases where the department has 
sought criminal prosecution, they 
have not been able to make a charge 
stick

The Grand River steelhead are the result of increased 
DNR plants. They seem to run about four to six pounds 
on the average, and pound for pound are some of the 
scrappiest fish I’ve fought in a long time. 

There are some big “winter hogs” there so don’t be 
surprised should you tie into a record class steelhead. 

One word of caution, the constant pressure of the 
water against your legs is very tiring. You may find that 
you’ll have more difficulty wading out of the river than 
you had wading in. 

Fishing from the west side of the dam is not as difficult 
as the east side, and it has many excellent runs. Down 
river from the dam is a bridge where wading is easier 
and a great number of fish are taken there. The bridge 
location will require a little exploration on your part to 
discover the roaming trout. 

The fish in the Grand seem to hold behind large rocks 
since that section of the river has few holes. Wigglers 
and spawn bags are excellent bait choices, and many 
fishermen produce excellent catches using spinners. 

I talked to a number of Grand River “regulars”, and 
they inform me that this type of fishing will continue 
throughout the winter. So if you want to catch fresh run 
fish only three hours from home, and if you don’t mind 
“earning” your fish, then I gsuggest that you head over 
to Grand Rapids. 


For several weeks now I’ve been hearing about the 
super steelhead fishing that’s going on in the Grand 
River at Grand Rapids. 

Having never fished the Grand before, I thought that I 
had better give it a try. 

What I found is that the fishing is every bit as good as 
has been reported. How r ever, I know of no other river 
where you will earn your fish like you will at the Grand. 
Most of the fishing action is located beneath the Sixth 
Street dam, and the rapids below hosts a considerable 
number of fresh run fish.

After talking to a number of people who regularly fish 
there, Lance Hinatsu and myself arrived at the east side 
of the dam at first light. Finding the water level high 
from a runoff of melting snow we were somewhat ap- 
prehensive about wading into the ice cold water. As it 
turned out, our apprehension was well founded. 

While the river isn’t particularily deep, the bottom is 
littered with many large slippery rocks. The com- 
bination of the treacherous rocks and the fast water flow 
made wading out extremely difficult. 

Once having overcome my reluctance to wade into the 
icy waters, I found the waiting trout well worth any 
difficulty I might have had to endure.
